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Toreword 


1  his  catalogue  reflects  decisions  about  acquisi- 
tions made  during  the  twelve  years  I  have  been 
Director  of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art.  It  has  always  been  my  belief  that  the  Perma- 
nent Collection  represents  the  most  significant 
contribution  we  will  make  to  the  future  under- 
standing of  the  evolution  of  twentieth-century 
American  art.  We  have  now  undertaken  to 
present  the  outstanding  resources  of  the  Perma- 
nent Collection  in  an  expanded  facility.  We  are 
devoted  to  accomplishing  this  objective  and  to 
providing  the  public  with  the  most  comprehen- 
sive installation  of  twentieth-century  American 
art  in  the  world. 

The  Whitney  Museum  grew  out  of  Gertrude 
Vanderbilt  Whitney's  passionate  belief  in  the 
importance  of  the  contributions  made  by  living 
artists.  Although  Mrs.  Whitney's  bias  for  figura- 
tive art  cannot  be  denied,  her  democratic  meth- 
od of  collecting  led  her  successors  to  assemble 
works  representing  a  wide  range  of  accomplish- 
ments. As  a  result  of  her  focus  and  determina- 
tion, this  institution  continues  to  be  involved 
with  the  aesthetic  statements  of  living  artists, 
each  of  whom  contributes  a  new  way  of  seeing, 
a  new  interpretation  of  our  world.  The  over- 
whelming strength  of  the  Whitney  Museum 
resides  in  its  constant  renewal  of  Mrs.  Whitney's 
legacy  —  to  encourage  and  collect  contemporary 
American  art. 


The  collecting  activities  of  the  Whitney  Museum 
have  been  based  upon  the  realization  of  the 
Trustees,  committee  members,  and  staff  that  we 
must  seek  to  collect  recognized  masterworks  of 
our  century  and  also  to  commit  ourselves  to 
new  ideas.  Our  ability  to  collect  has  never  been 
stronger  and  now  we  must  match  this  with  a 
facility  to  present  these  acquisitions  on  a  con- 
tinuing basis. 

In  accepting  gifts  and  recommending  acquisi- 
tions over  the  past  twelve  years,  the  curators 
and  I  have  made  a  particular  effort  to  assemble 
groups  of  works  which  convey  the  evolution  of 
twentieth-century  American  art.  Acquisitions 
are  considered  individually,  but  we  also  recog- 
nize interrelationships  among  works,  aware 
that  this  Museum,  more  than  any  other,  is 
amassing  a  body  of  visual  evidence  that  docu- 
ments the  creative  history  of  twentieth-century 
America. 

The  development  of  the  Permanent  Collection 
of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  results 
from  the  dedicated  and  sustained  effort  of  the 
professional  staff,  supported  by  extraordinarily 
loyal  Trustees  and  patrons,  to  make  the  accom- 
plishments of  our  artists  accessible  to  the  public, 
both  in  this  country  and  throughout  the  world.

Introduction 


Museum  buildings  change  or  expand,  exhibi- 
tions open  and  close,  staff  members  and  trustees 
come  and  go;  only  the  art  a  museum  possesses 
declares  its  permanence  and,  in  the  process, 
announces  its  aspirations  and  objectives. 

Since  its  founding  in  1930  by  Gertrude  Vander- 
bilt  Whitney,  the  mandate  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art  has  been  to  collect 
and  exhibit  twentieth-century  American  art. 
Until  recently,  however,  the  Museum  has  been 
better  known  for  its  diverse  —  and  often  contro- 
versial—  exhibition  programs  than  for  its  Per- 
manent Collection.  In  addition  to  one-artist  and 
group  shows  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  works 
on  paper,  Whitney  Museum  exhibitions  have 
included  American  folk  art,  the  decorative  arts, 
American  Indian  work,  photography,  light  and 
space  installations,  and  film,  video,  and  slide 
presentations. 

Starting  around  1975,  under  the  leadership  of 
Director  Tom  Armstrong,  greater  attention  has 
been  concentrated  on  the  Permanent  Collection . 
In  1974,  the  Planning  Committee,  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  began  to  review  the 
Museum's  policies  and  programs  and  to  con- 
sider its  future  direction.  The  Committee's 
primary  recommendation  (approved  by  the 
Trustees  in  1978)  was  that  the  Museum  must 
focus  on  the  exhibition,  research,  and  interpre- 
tation of  the  Permanent  Collection.  A  number  of 


steps  have  been  taken  to  implement  that  recom- 
mendation. In  1976  a  full-time  curator  of  the 
collection  was  hired.  A  wide  variety  of  exhibi- 
tions drawn  from  the  Permanent  Collection 
have  been  organized  for  presentation  in  muse- 
ums throughout  the  United  States,  Europe, 
Asia,  and  Australia.  Since  October  1981,  a  group 
of  seventy  outstanding  works  from  the  Perma- 
nent Collection  has  been  installed  in  a  chrono- 
logical and  thematic  arrangement  on  the  third 
floor  —  the  first  long-term  installation  of  these 
works  in  the  history  of  the  Museum.  More 
recently,  the  first  in  a  series  of  installations  of 
highlights  from  the  collection  —  scheduled  to 
remain  on  view  for  over  a  year  —  opened  at  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  at  Equitable 
Center.  Paintings  and  sculptures  from  the 
Permanent  Collection  have  played  an  important 
role  in  the  exhibition  programs  at  the  museum's 
other  branches  as  well  —  its  downtown  Manhat- 
tan branch,  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art  at  Philip  Morris  in  midtown  Manhattan,  and 
the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art,  Fairfield 
County,  in  the  headquarters  of  Champion 
International  in  Stamford,  Connecticut.  Publica- 
tions and  educational  activities  centered  on  the 
Permanent  Collection  have  been  organized. 
Lecture  series  on  works  in  the  collection  are 
presented  on  an  ongoing  basis.  Free  docent 
tours  of  the  Permanent  Collection  installation 
are  offered  daily  to  the  public;  tree  brochures  are 
available;  and  a  fully  illustrated  book  featuring 


130  of  the  outstanding  works  in  the  collection 
was  published  in  1985.  Information  on  the 
Permanent  Collection  is  now  recorded  in  the 
Museum's  new  computerized  collection  man- 
agement system.  Storage  facilities  for  painting 
and  sculpture  have  been  expanded,  and  the 
Museum's  loan  program  continues  to  grow.  The 
Permanent  Collection  is  now  the  most  definitive 
collection  of  twentieth-century  American  art  in 
the  world,  numbering  2800  paintings  and  sculp- 
tures and  more  than  5700  works  on  paper.  In 
recent  years  the  Director  and  curatorial  staff 
have  made  a  concerted  effort  to  acquire  contem- 
porary art  and  particularly  significant  earlier 
twentieth-century  works. 

Great  acquisitions  cannot  be  made  without 
great  patronage,  and  the  credit  lines  for  Frank 
Stella's  Die  Fahne  Hoch,  Calder's  Circus,  and 
Jasper  Johns'  Three  Flags  and  Racing  Thoughts, 
among  others,  underscore  the  Museum's  ever 
broadening  base  of  support.  As  this  illustrated 
catalogue  reveals,  the  benefits  of  this  patronage 
have  been  impressive  in  terms  of  quantity  and 
quality.  The  Museum  is  increasingly  realizing  its 
goal  of  being  able  to  present  the  history  of 
twentieth-century  American  art  through  its 
Permanent  Collection,  both  comprehensively 
and  with  special  attention  to  the  leading  figures 
whose  works  are  represented  in  depth. 

Since  the  last  checklist  of  the  Permanent  Collec- 
tion was  published  in  1974  (listing  works  ac- 
quired from  1931  through  June  30,  1973),  447 
paintings  and  sculptures  have  been  acquired. 
Historical  achievements  have  not  been  slighted 
in  the  quest  for  the  new:  with  the  exception  of 
the  period  1900  -  20,  additions  to  the  Permanent 
Collection  apportion  remarkably  evenly 
throughout  the  century.  Contemporary  or 
historical,  each  acquisition  informs  and  revises 
the  Permanent  Collection  and,  in  turn,  our 
perception  of  the  art  of  this  hectic  and  complex 
century.  New  examples  of  painting  by  members 
of  The  Eight  —  Maurice  Prendergast,  William 


Glackens,  Robert  Henri,  and  John  Sloan  —  aug- 
ment the  Museum's  already  broad  holdings  of 
this  group  of  realists.  Modernism's  intense 
exploration  of  color  and  form  can  now  be  better 
understood  through  the  recently  acquired 
paintings  of  such  major  innovators  as  Oscar 
Bluemner,  Louis  Lozowick,  Stanton  Macdonald- 
Wright,  Morgan  Russell,  Joseph  Stella,  and 
through  the  works  of  lesser-known  painters 
such  as  Tom  Benrimo,  Konrad  Cramer,  James 
Daugherty,  and  Carl  Newman.  Acquisitions  of 
vanguard  sculpture  produced  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  century  —  by  Michael  Brenner,  Gaston 
Lachaise,  Elie  Nadelman,  John  Storrs,  and  Max 
Weber  —  complement  the  innovative  power  of 
these  paintings.  A  remarkable  assemblage  of 
twenty  works  by  Alexander  Calder,  led  by  the 
multipart  Circus,  crowns  the  Museum's  presen- 
tation of  his  fifty-year  career.  Our  ability  to 
present  the  achievements  of  the  artists  working 
in  Alfred  Stieglitz's  circle  has  been  dramatically 
expanded  with  five  paintings  by  Georgia 
O'Keeffe,  five  by  Marsden  Hartley,  and  one 
work  each  by  Arthur  G.  Dove  and  John  Marin. 

The  tradition  of  realism  in  twentieth-century 
American  art  established  by  The  Eight  is  also 
conveyed  by  three  paintings  by  Guy  Pene  du 
Bois  (the  earliest  of  which  was  included  in  the 
Armory  Show)  and  one  by  George  Bellows.  A 
cluster  of  fourteen  Reginald  Marsh  paintings, 
all  but  one  bequeathed  by  his  widow,  document 
this  artist's  best  achievements.  Works  of  singular 
quality  by  O.  Louis  Guglielmi,  Edward  Laning, 
Alice  Neel,  Raphael  Soyer,  Andrew  Wyeth,  and 
Edward  Hopper  reveal  the  continuing  develop- 
ment in  representational  painting,  as  do  the 
newly  added  works  by  such  contemporary 
realists  as  Robert  Arneson,  Jack  Beal,  William 
Bailey,  Rackstraw  Downes,  Richard  Estes, 
Duane  Hanson,  Alex  Katz,  Philip  Pearlstein, 
and  Fairfield  Porter. 

Until  recently,  the  lively  flowering  of  geometric 
abstraction  in  the  1930s  was  underrepresented 


in  the  Permanent  Collection.  This  gap  has  been 
filled  in  the  past  decade  with  acquisitions  of 
works  by  Charles  Biederman,  Byron  Browne, 
Francis  Criss,  Burgoyne  Diller,  John  Ferren, 
A.  E.  Gallatin,  Ibram  Lassaw,  Alice  Trumbull 
Mason,  George  L.  K.  Morris,  Ad  Reinhardt, 
Theodore  Roszak,  Charles  G.  Shaw,  Leon  Polk 
Smith,  John  Storrs,  and,  among  slightly  later 
abstractionists,  Josef  Albers,  Sidney  Gordin, 
and  John  McLaughlin. 

No  works  are  as  difficult  to  obtain  as  examples 
of  Abstract  Expressionism.  Yet,  since  1973  sig- 
nificant paintings  by  New  York  School  artists 
William  Baziotes,  Willem  de  Kooning,  Adolph 
Gottlieb,  Hans  Hofmann,  Lee  Krasner,  Joan 
Mitchell,  Robert  Motherwell,  Richard  Pousette- 
Dart,  Ad  Reinhardt,  Mark  Rothko,  and  Bradley 
Walker  Tomlin  have  entered  the  Permanent 
Collection.  The  recently  acquired  sculptures  of 
Harry  Bertoia,  John  Chamberlain,  Mark  di 
Suvero,  and  David  Smith  constitute  a  three- 
dimensional  Abstract  Expressionism.  Similarly, 
the  stone  and  metal  works  of  Isamu  Noguchi, 
six  of  which  have  been  added  to  the  collection 
since  1973,  may  be  said  to  parallel  the  meditative 
poise  and  spiritual  interaction  found  in  the 
paintings  of  Baziotes,  Rothko,  or  those  of 
Arshile  Gorky. 

The  Abstract  Expressionism  of  the  New  York 
School  was  abruptly  refuted  in  the  early  1960s 
by  the  Minimalist  and  Pop  artists.  Key  to  both 
these  developments  is  Jasper  Johns'  enigmatic 
Three  Flags,  acquired  in  1980.  Pop  Art's  biting 
intelligence  and  capacity  to  redefine  aesthetic 
values  is  potently  demonstrated  through  six 
newly  acquired  works  by  Claes  Oldenburg,  two 
by  Roy  Lichtenstein,  two  sculpture  environ- 
ments by  George  Segal,  and  Andy  Warhol's 
portraits,  especially  his  famous  silkscreen  of 
Ethel  Scull. 

The  cool  geometries  of  Minimalism  and  reduc- 
tive art  are  now  well-represented  through 


acquisitions  of  works  by,  among  others,  Carl 
Andre,  Larry  Bell,  Mel  Bochner,  Dan  Flavin, 
Donald  Judd,  Ellsworth  Kelly,  Robert  Mangold, 
Robert  Morris,  Brice  Marden,  Robert  Ryman, 
Richard  Serra,  Tony  Smith,  Frank  Stella,  Myron 
Stout,  James  Turrell,  Richard  Tuttle,  and  Jackie 
Winsor. 

Manifestations  of  a  new,  deeply  emotive  and 
figurative  imagery  began  to  appear  at  the  end  of 
the  1960s.  Philip  Guston  and  Neil  Jenney  were 
the  leaders  of  this  personalized  mode  of  repre- 
sentation. They  articulated  a  way  of  painting 
that  infused  Minimalism's  restraint  with  psycho- 
logical implications.  Since  1973,  the  Museum 
has  acquired  at  least  one  work  each  by  artists  in 
this  now  well-established  group  of  representa- 
tional painters  and  sculptors — Jennifer  Bartlett, 
Jonathan  Borofsky,  Bryan  Hunt,  Elizabeth 
Murray,  Susan  Rothenberg,  and  Joel  Shapiro. 
Paintings  and  sculpture  by  this  New  York-based 
generation  are  now  joined  in  the  Permanent 
Collection  by  works  of  Northern  California 
artists  —  Robert  Arneson,  Robert  Hudson,  and 
William  T.  Wiley  —  and  such  Chicagoans  as 
Roger  Brown  and  Ed  Paschke;  together  they 
reflect  the  geographic  diversity  of  the  current  art 
scene  and  the  increasingly  national  character  of 
this  country's  contemporary  art. 

Since  the  late  1970s  two  other  groups  of  artists 
have  emerged  whose  works  have  also  been 
acquired  by  the  museum.  Biomorphic  interpre- 
tations of  nature  have  attracted  the  painters 
Gregory  Amenoff,  Carroll  Dunham,  Bill  Jensen, 
and  Terry  Winters  and  the  sculptors  Nancy 
Graves,  Bryan  Hunt,  Martin  Puryear,  and 
Charles  Simonds  —  Simonds'  three-part  work  is 
installed  in  the  Museum  stairwell  and  in  the 
building  across  the  street.  The  second  group  of 
new  talents  trades  tender  lyricism  and  micro- 
scopic scrutiny  tor  irony  and  disconnected 
multiplicity:  Jean-Michel  Basquiat,  John  Baldes- 
sari,  Eric  Fischl,  Jenny  Holzer,  Nam  June  Paik, 
David  Salle,  Kenny  Scharf,  and  Julian  Schnabel 


all  proclaim  a  chaotic  and  media-laden  con- 
sciousness. 

Such  singular  talents  as  Louise  Bourgeois,  Joseph 
Cornell,  Lucas  Samaras,  and  H.  C.  Westermann 
have  found  shelter  within  the  Whitney  Museum. 
Room  has  also  been  made  for  the  media  installa- 
tion pieces  of  Holzer,  Paik,  Dennis  Oppenheim, 
and  Mary  Lucier.  The  works  of  this  latter  group 
challenge  the  pervasive  commodification  of 
current  art,  while  the  acquisition  of  sculptures 
by  Bourgeois,  Cornell,  Samaras,  and  Wester- 
mann questions  the  predominance  of  main- 


stream movements  or  the  belief  in  a  dialectical 
development  of  art.  A  museum  cannot  discrimi- 
nate against  isolated  figures  whose  work  is  not 
easily  categorized;  nor  can  it  become  prey  to 
cults  of  personality  and  fashionable  opinions. 
At  the  Whitney  Museum,  with  its  emphasis 
on  contemporary  art,  the  criteria  for  acqui- 
sitions still  reside  in  the  charged  but  mutable 
zone  between  hard  judgments  and  shared 
enthusiasms.

In  1974,  a  Catalogue  of  the  Collection  listed  paintings, 
watercolors,  drawings,  sculptures,  prints,  and  photo- 
graphs acquired  by  the  Museum  between  1931  and 
June  30,  1973.  Supplemental  catalogues  have  since 
listed  subsequent  acquisitions  of  drawings  and  prints. 
The  present  catalogue  records  paintings  and  sculp- 
tures acquired  between  July  1, 1973  and  June  30, 1986. 

Dimensions  are  given  first  in  inches,  then  in  centi- 
meters, height  preceding  width,  preceding  depth.  In 
the  description  of  media,  cardboard  includes  bristol 
board  and  illustration  board;  composition  board 
includes  masonite  and  fiber  board.  Dimensions  for 
sculpture  do  not  include  the  base  unless  the  support- 
ing element  is  an  integral  part  of  the  work. 

The  accession  number  of  a  work  refers  to  the  year  of 
acquisition  and,  after  a  decimal  point,  to  the  sequence 
of  its  addition  to  the  Permanent  Collection  during  that 
year.  For  example,  85.3  indicates  that  the  work  was  the 
third  work  acquired  in  1985.  Promised  gifts  are  noted 
with  the  letter  p  and  the  order  of  the  two  figures  is 
reversed.  For  works  accessioned  in  a  group,  the  year  is 
followed  by  the  group  accession  number  and  the 
individual  item  number  within  the  group.  For  ex- 
ample, 85.45.1  and  85.45.2  refer  to  the  first  and  second 
works  in  a  group.
